A detach- 
ment of American cavalry clashed 
with Carranza forces at Carrizal, 
about 90 miles south of El Paso 
early today, both sides suffering 
heavy casualties, according to un- 
official reports received by Mexi- 
can military authorities in Juarez 
tonight. According to the report, 
which the Mexican authorities are 
investigating, 40 Americans were 
killed by machine gun fire in a 
surprise attack. The Mexican 
crsualtiés were said not to have 
been so heavy, but General Felix 
Gomez is named as being awong 
the Mexican dead. 


Wasbington, June 22.—One fact 
stood tonight, at the close of a day 
of many developments in the Mex- 
joan cricis. Apparently both the 
United States povernment aud the 
de facto authorities of Mexico 
hope to treat the clash at Carrizal 
vesterday as un iucident aggravat- 
jug greatly strained relations, but 
not of itself likely to precipitate 
general hostilities.

At the sume time 
there came hints that General 
Carranza had been almost per- 
suaded by European influences not 
to persist in a course certain to 
briny on a conflict.

‘London, June 15.—Details of 
some of the incidents on board 
the British cruiser Hampshire 
just before she sank off the Ork- 
neys last week, causing the death 
of Field Marshall Earl Kitchen- 
er, are given in an official state- 
ment issued tonight, based on 
statements by the dozen surviv- 
ors of the cruiser who were 
washed ashore on a raft. 


“From the reports of the 
twelve survivors of the Hamp- 
shire,”’ says the statement, ‘‘the 
following conclusions were reach- 
ed: 

“As the men were going to 
their stations before abandoning 
the ship, Lord Kitchener, accom- 
panied by a naval ofhcer, ap- 
peared. The latter said: ‘Make 
way for Lord Kitchener,’ both 
ascended to the quarter deck. 
Subsequintly four miktary oh- 
cers were seen there, walking, aft 
on the port side. : 

“The captain callud Lord Kit- 
chener to the forebridge, nea1 
where the captain’s boat was 
hoisted. The captain also called 
Lord Kitchener to enter the boat. 
It is unknown if Lord Kitchener 
entered it or what happened to 
any boat.”’ 

“The Hampshire was proceed 
ing along the west coast. of the 
Orkneys. A heavy ga’e was | low- 
ing and seas were breaking over 
the ship, Which necessitated her 
being partially battened down 
Between 7.30 and 7.45 p.m., the 
vessel struck a mint, and Legan 
at once to 
heeling over to starboard before 
she finally went down about fil 
teen minutes later. 

“Orders were given by the 
captain for all hands to go to 
their established stations tefore 
abandoning ship. Some of the 
hatches were opened and the 
ship’s company went quickly to 
their stations Efforts were 
made, without succes, to lower 
some of the bouts.

Road Will be Another Source of 
Wealth to the Dominion 


The Hudson Bay Railroad, which 
has its northern terminus at Port 
Nelson, will shorten the land haul of 
grain from the wheat fields of the 
West to the Atlanmti¢ ocean by over 
a thousand miles. And the tota) dis- 
tance between the prairie farms and 
European ports will not be increased. 

This of course, ts the chief object 
in building the road. But it will also 
serve another purpose, that of open- 
ing up a new territory for permanent 
settlernent. Lessimists tell us that 
this country is not suitable to per- 
manent occupation that it is coPl and 
barren, with nothing to entice the 
pioneer to leye within its borders. We 
were told much the same regarding 
other parts of the Dominion which are 


now looked upon as veritable gardens 
of fertility. The Peace River district 


may be mentioned as an example. 


We are told that the country opened 
up by the new railroad has frost every 


month in the year with the possible 
exception of July. This may be a 
serious handicap to successful farm- 
ing operations. yet we must remember 
that in the three prairic provinces 


last year, there was not one month 


in which frost did not occur. Yet in 


this climate 600,0990,000 bushels of 


wheat were grown ‘during the season. 
Also the Yukon district is said to 
produce vegetables aa fine aa any 
seen in other parts of the Dominion, 
and it lies well up to the Arctic circle. 

There seems to be no reason to 
doubt that a large Jocal trade will be 
estabhshed along the Hudson Bay 
road, ‘Ihe forests contain valuable 
timbers, which in addition to furnish- 
ing material for export, will prove a 
boon to the pulp and allied industries 
of Canada. Again it is a country of 
xreat mineral weaith, which, when 
once opened up, will lead to further 
and further development in mining 
operations. The fish, too, with which 
the rivers and lakes teem, will be an- 


other source of wealth.

Trebizond was one of the Most Not- 


able.Cities of the East in 
the Middle Ages 


Trebizond, the old capital of Cap- 
padocia, 13 INentione! by Milton in 
one of his yvorgeous catalogues of 
laces in the first book of ‘Paradise 
Lost,’ where he refers te the knigh!s 
who onée jousted there. The city, in- 
deed was cne of the great schools of 
mediaeval chivalry, and it is a Ger- 
wan historian, Professor Fallmerayer, 
who tells us that it ‘became in popu- 
lar romance and jn the imaginations 
of the Italians and Provencals, one 
of the most farnous cmpires of the 
fast, and the rallying point of the 
youth and flower of Asia.’’ Readers 
of ‘‘Ivanhoe’” may remember that the 
templars boasts to Rebecca that he 
had won his horse, Zamor, in single 


fight from the Soldan of Trebizond. 


Apart from its classical association 
with Xenophon and the retreat of the 
ten thousand, Trebizond was one of 
the most notable cities of the Fast 
in the middle ages. The Hellenic 
‘Trapezus, or “*Tableland’’ so named 
from the sloping table of ground on 
which it etands, at the time of the 
fourth crusade fell into the hands cf 
Alexus Commenus, a scron of the 
Iinperial Byzantine family, who fouid- 
ed there an empire tliat lasted for 
two and a half centuries, and included 
the greater part of the southern coast 
of the Black Sea. The Imperial fam- 
lly Were renowned tor their beauty, 
and Princesses of Trebizond were 
sought in marriage by Byzantine Fim- 
perors, western nobles and Mohamme- 


dan Princes —The London Chronicle.

They Spread Disease and Ares | 6 
ous Menace to Health 


House flies are now recognized as 
most dangerous carriers of the germs 
of such diseases as typhoid fever, in- 
fantile diarrhoea, tuberculosis, ete. 
From filth and ‘decaying materials, 
they carry infection to the home and 
to the food which we eat 

The best method to exterminate 
flies is to prevent their breeding. 


composing vegetable and animal mat- 
ter and in excrement Stable refuse 
is especially attractive to them. In 
cities this should be stored in dark 


| tiy-proof receptacles and should be 


regularly removed within six days in 
summer. tkarm Manure should also 
be removed within tne same time and 
either spread on the fields or stored 
at a distance of not less than a quart- 
er mile from a house or dwelling. 
Manure piles May be treated wit 
borax, using three-fifths of a pound 
to every ten cubic feet of manure. 
Scatter the dry borax principally 
around the sides and edges of the 
pile and wash in with water. 
Kitchen refuse is a favorite breed- 
ing place for flies, und great care 
should be taken to keep garbage cans 
tightly covered. The contents should 
be buried or burnt at once, if pos- 
sible. No refuse should be left ex- 


at once it should be sprinkled with 
borax, as described a el or with 
chloride of lime. 

Windows and doors” shoutd be 
screcned to keep flies out of the house. 
Milk and other fools snould be cover- 
ed with muslin or other netting.

“Admiral Jellicoe and officers 
and men of the grand fleet : 

“You waited nearly two years 
with most exemplary patience for 
the opportunity of meeting and 
engaging the .encmy’s fleet. I can 
well understand how trying was 
this pertod and how great your 
relief when you kmew. on May 31 
that the enemy had been 
sighted. The unfaverable weath- 
et conditions and approaching 
darkness prevented that com 
plete result which you all expect- 
ed. But you did all possible in 
the circumstances. You drove 
the enemy into its harbors and 
inflicted on him very severe loss- 
es. You added another page to 
the glorious traditions of the 
British navy. You could not do 
more, For your splendid wosk 1] 
thank sua 
Att conclusion cf his visit 
the king sent the following mes- 
sage to Admiral Jellicoe : 

“T am thankful that I had the 
Opportunity of congratulating 
you and the grand fleet on the 
result of the recent engazement 
in the North Sea. Assuring all 
ranks;and ratings that the name 
of the British navy never stood 
higher in the eyes of their fellow 
countrymen, whose pride and con- 
fidence in their achievements are 
unabated. Good luck and God- 
speed. ay your future efforts 
be! blessed with complete suc- 
cess.”’ 

King George left London Tues- 
day evening ‘to vist the fleet, 
and returned to London today. 
During the course of his tour. he 
inspected the whole of the grand 
fleet, and visited all the woutnd- 
ed men from the Skaverrak fi,ht 
in the various hospitals. 


THE RUSSIAN ADVANCE 


The Russians now have Czerno- 
witz, the capital of Bukowina, 
and are proceeding rapidly on 
their conquering way. They have 
won in less than two weeks, with 
comparatively no loss at all, 
vastly more than the Germans, 
at such terrible cost, have won 
on the Verdun front, added to 
what the Austrians, also at 
heavy cost, won, on the Italian 
front. In addition to the terri- 
tory,which they have gained so 
speedily, they have captured 
more than 150,000 able-bodied 
troops and put out of action a 
force quite as large as that. The 
success 18 amazing when it is 
considered that this advance ,has 
been at very little cost at all. 
The strength of the Russians in 
that part is even greater than at 
the beginning of the war, and 
the effect of this advance upon 
the Balkans cannot, well be cal 
culated.

“The number of German offi- 
cers in the Austrian army is 
proved in a curious way, by the 
examination of prisoners. 

“Among the men 15'per cent. 
are Germans and among the off- 
cers 20 per cent. 

‘“‘According.to reliable informa- 
tion’ it does not appear that 
Germans are now sending a large 
number of troops to the assist- 
ance of their allies. The esti- 
mate of . four divisions, said to 
have been dispatched from the 
A bie south of the Lida, is con- 
sidered exaggeration. 

“This shows that the Germans 
regard the position of the Aus.

Winnipeg, June 14.—The Pres- 
byterian curch voted today to 
enter into organic union with 
the Methodist. and Congregatio.- 
al churches. The majority, as 
was also. universally expected, 
was overwhelming. 

For  the-/ fitst-“ time in many 
years, the assembly voted as the 
roll was. called, each commis- 
sioner rising “in his ptace and 
answering “Aye’’ or ‘‘Nay.”’ 

The. vote as it was officially 
recorded, was 406 to 88. ‘This 
is much the largest vote ever 
recorded on the subject im an as- 
sembly. Ministers voted for the 
cause more.largely than the lay- 
men.

The num- 
ber of absentees or not voting 
was 117. There was no demon- 
stration of any kind when the 
final decisicn was reached.
